Harry Moore, secretary of the At- 
‘Janta Freight bureau, stated to The 
Constitution yesterday that the ship- 
pers of Atlanta are preparing to wage 
a fight against the proposed revision 
of intrastate rates, in whole or in part, 
as proposed in a petition yesterday pre- 
sented to the state railroad com- 
mission by six of the leading railroads 
operating in Georgia. 

Colonel W. A. Wimbish, who repre- 
“mented the shippérs of the southeast 
before the interstate commerce com- 
mission against its recent revision of 
interstate rates in the southeast, has 
beeh retained by the Atlanta Freight 
bureau to represent the shippers of 
Atlanta in the impending fight against 
the proposed intrastate revision. 

Mr. Moore stated.that as.soon as the 
freight bureau obtains copies of the 
petition of the railroads that body will 
immediately begin the preparation of 
Ita gase. The petition was filed Tues- 
day morning by the following rail- 
roads: The Atlantic Coast line; the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic: the 
Georgia, the 
Southern ied Florida; the Seaboard 
Air Line and the Southern. It is the 
most voluminous-petition that has ever 
come before the Commission. 

The petition proposes a readjustment 
of intrastate. tariffs by substituting the 
southern classification for the present 
Georgia classification, which readjust- 
ment is based. upon ‘the intrastate re- 
adjustment under the so-called “fourth 
section,” or long and short haul clause, 
rule of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, which became effective Janu- 
ary 1, of this year. 

Scope Is Sweeping. 

The scope of the proposed intrastate 
readjustment is so sweeping as to in- 
“clude the revision of tariffs upon prac- 
tically -every commodity carried in 
intrastate traffic in Georgia as well as 
to affect the rates at virtually every 
city, town and hamlet in the state. 

The petition was presented in person 
by a committee composed of the follow- 
ing railroad officials: 

W. A. Winburn, of Savannah, presi- 
dent of the Central of Georgia railroad: 
J. M. Culp, of Washington, vice presi- 
dent of the Southern railroad; R. A. 
Brand, of Wilmington, vice president 
of the Atlantic Coast Line railroad; 
E. T. Lamb, of Atlanta; president of 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantié 
railroad; C. R. Capps, of Norfolk, vice 
president of the Seaboard Air Line 
railroad; Randall Clifton, of Washing- 
ton, assistant freight traffic manager 
of the Southern railroad; C. B. Kalhofer, 
ef Atlanta, general freight agent of 
the Atidnta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad. 

The purpose of the proposed read- 
justment is declared by the railroads 
to make the Georgia rates conform to 
the rates covering interstate traffic. 
The revision of interstate rates which 
became effective January 1, under an 
order of the interstate commission, 
marked the passing of the old “basing 
point” system of rate making in the 
southeastern territory and the adop-

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PROHIBITION DEFEATED 
BY VERMONT VOTERS; 


Local Option Wins by Margin 
of 13,164 — Every County, 
Save One, for Option. 


Rutland, Vt., March 7.—Local option 
won over prohibition ‘in this state to- 
day by a margin of 13,164 votes. The 
prohibitory amendment was first placed 
on the statute books in 1852 and was 
repealed in 1903 by a majority of 729. 
The vote today on the question of re- 
enacting the amendment was: Yes, 
18,503; no, 31,667. 

Every county in the state, with the 
exception of Orleans, gave a majority 
in favor of lecal option. 

The proposed amendment had been 
passed by the last legislature and sub- 
mitted to the people in a referendum. 
The result of the vote was a surpise 
not only to the prohibitory campaign 
committee and the Anti-Saloon league, 
but also to the local option leaders, 
who said they had not looked for so de- 
cisive a victory. 

The state voted for direct primary 
elections by a. majority of 3,700. The 
system will go into effect for the se- 
lection of delegates to the national 
conventions this spring. 

Twenty-three cities and towns voted 
for license this year as against twenty 
last year. Seven places changed from 
dry to wet. 


Annapolis, Md., March 7.—The state- 
wide prohibition ‘bill was amendéd into 
a local option bill by the house of 
delegates tonight by a vote of 53 to 47. 
Counties already dry ‘are to remain so, 
but Baltimore city, the wet counties 
and the wet sections in dry counties 
are to vote as units on the proposition. 

The senate previously had adjourned 
until tomorrow without taking action 
on the state-wide bill. :

Waycross, Ga., March 7.—(Special.)— 
W. C. Martin, who died at a local hos- 
pital late Monday night from the ef- 
fects of a pistol .wound received near 
Folkston November 26 last, was a bride- 
groom of two weeks.

Apparently Martin, who was only 
21 years old, had recovered from the 
wound inflicted by Troy Hathaway in 
a fight at a cane grinding. A horse- 
back ride he took the day before he 
married is believed to have dislodged 
the bullet, which was in his head, caus- 
ing it to press against the brain. Mar- 
tin complained. of a pain in head while 
on his honeymoon, and he had to cut 
short his trip and return home. Last 
Saturday he was brought here for an 
operation. It was deemed advsiable 
not to operate. 

Hathaway is said to have had no 
knowledge of the shooting until in- 
formed the day after. He was allowed 
bond of $1,000. He has been rearrested 
on a charge of murder and action in 
the ease is expected to be taken by the 
grand jury during this week's session 
of court.

FRENCH ADMIT 
GERMAN GAINS. 


Paris, March %.—The German in- 
fantry attacks have been greatly in- 
creased to the northwest of Verdun 
between Bethipcourt and the Meuse, 
and the Germans have made a gain in 
that important sector, getting a foot- 
hold in the Corbeaux wood, to the 
southwest of Cote de L’Oie. The or- 
ficial statement issued by the war or- 
fice tonight makes this admission, but 
declares all other attacks in that neigh- 


| borhood were repulsed. 


The text of the statement read: 

“In the Argonne, in the region of 
Avocourt, our special guns shelled a 
German aeroplane which fell within 
our lines. The two aviators who were 
wounded were made prisoners. 

“West of the Meuse the bombard- 
ment with big shells continued with 
great intensity. In the course of the 
day the enemy multiplied his infantry 
actions between Bethincourt and the 
Meuse. These attacks were repulsed 
except in the sector of the Bois des 
Corbeaux, where the enemy was able 
to gain a foothold. 

“To the east of the Meuse, follow- 
ing a violent artillery action in the 
region of the Bois d' Hardaumont, the 
Germans succeeded in entering a re- 
doubt from which they were immediate- 
ly ejected by our counter attacks. 

In the Woevre the enemy occu- 
pied the village of Fresnes after an 
engagement which cost him serious 
losses. 

“In the Vosges we bombarded can- 
tonments at Diffenbach, east of Muhi- 
mach, and enemy trenches in the re- 
gion of Wattwiller.” 

The Belgian official statement reads: 

“The day was calm on the whole 
Belgian front.” 

The French communication issued in 
the afternoon follows: 

“In the Argonne district endeavors 
on che part of the enemy at Haute 
Chevauchee to occupy a mine crater 
have been repulsed.

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IN BRITISH NAVY 


Churchill Stirs Commons by 
Demanding That Lord 
Fisher Be Put in Charge. 
Churchill Fears . 
Naval Dash.” ~ 


London, Morch 7.— Winston Spencer 
Churchill, former first lord of the ad- 
miralty, now a colonel and fresh from 
the trenches, sprang back into the par- 
liamentary arena today in a. daring 
speech, answering First Lord of -the 
Admiralty Balfour, who had just pre- 
sented the naval estimates, and de- 
claring that the admiralty lacked driv- 
ing force and must be ‘revitalized be- 
fore it was too late, by bringing back 
Lord Fisher, the former first sea lord, 
to head the admiralty administration. 

Great interest attached to Colonel 
Churchill’s reappearance after a period 
of silence while serving with the army 
and while the naval policy he had in- 
augurated at the opening of the war 
was undergoing considerable change. 

Mr. Balfour had just concluded an 
optimistic statement of the naval out- 
look, which strongly appealed to the 
patriotic sentiments. of the house of 
commons: so that Colonel Churchill's 
criticisms were at first coldly received. 
But he gradually: gathered attention 
and applause, until he closed amid a 
scene.of much enthusiasm.

Jarring Note and Warning. 

Colonel Churchill referred to his re- 
marks as à jarring note and warning,” 
which he said had to be given. Since 
he returned from the front he had re- 
ceived information which was not en- 
tirely satisfying concerning the prog- 
ress of naval construction. Details 
must necessarily be avoided, but it 
could be said that if every capital ship 
provided for in the naval program had 
been completed the navy woul be 
ready, with an ample margin of s ety. 
It was within the power of the admiral- 
ty to complete this program, but he 
expressed doubt whether this had been 
done. : 

Meanwhile there was an impenetrable 
veil over the German program. 

“That is a grave fact,” Said Colonel 
Churchill, “for, while we N. nothing 
vet, we may be sure that omething 
is going on there. That the German 
navy, built up by the kaiser’s greatest 
efforts, is remaining idle in Kiel canal 
without some further supreme effort 
for its development is unthinkable. We 
should, therefore, assume that Germany, 
has completed her naval program. And 
it ours has not been completed, then 
some weighty reasons should be given. 

“These new ships are what the coun- 
try relies on to meet and overcome 
any further development Germany may 
have made.” 

Queen Elizsabcth Ships. 

Colonel Churchill specified ships of 
the Queen Elizabeth type, armed with 
15-inch guns, that had been Planned 
during his administration of the navy. 
Parliament had sanctioned fourteen 
such ships with 16-inch guns, and 


It all these had been 
safely completed, he declared, then the 
margin of safety had deen adequately 
secured.

Had Been Active in Many 
Lines of Business Served 
With Distinction in Con- 
federacy. a Se 


of the best known men in the state, 
for many years actiyely engaged in 
business in Columbus, died yesterday 
at 6 oclock at his residence, 675 
Peachtree street. 

For the pastefour or five years he 
has been confined to his home with 
rheumatism. He has been ill for sev- 
eral years. He is survived by his son, 
C. C. McGehee, Jr., and daughter, Mrs. 
Mary McGehee Stoney. Funeral ser- 
vices will be held from the residence 
Wednesday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. 
The body. will be sent to Columbus 
Thursday for interment in the family 
lot. 

Mr MeGehee was 76 years. old, born 
in Russell county, Alabama, October 
25, 1839. He was a son of Isaac Me- 
Gehee and Martha Harrison Kennon 
McGehee. His father was a prominent 
Planter and farmer. — 

Mr. McGehee entered the confederate 
service at the beginning of the war 
as a member of the City Light Guard 
of Columbus. The command was or- 
dered to Norfolk, Va., April 19, 1861, 
‘where this company, with the Macon 
Volunteers, the Floyd Rifles, the 
Spalding Grays,. created what was 
poo as the Second Georgia battal-« 
on 

Local Paymaster. 

Mr. McGehee saw twelve months’ 
service in this command in Virginia 
and North Carolina, while his connec- 
tion with the command remained un- 
broken until the close of the war. Due 
to a long siege of typhoid fever, he 
was, when convalescent, detailed as 
local paymaster of Confederate States 
Naval Iron works, at Columbus. 

The employees of this institution 
organized into the Naval Iron works 
battalion, composed of companies A, 
B and C. Mr. McGehee was made gap- 
tain. 

The chief field service of this com- 
mand was in front of General Sher- 
man in his march to the sea and in 
defense of the city of Columbus from 
large federal raiding parties under 
command of General Wilson. 


At the close of the: war Mr. McGehee 
went to Columbus and engaged in the

A. Garrett. Mr. McGehee retired from 
active business in Columbus in 1882 
and moved to Atlanta for the benefit 
of his wife’s health in 1887. Shortly 
after his arrival he was associated 
with James R. Wiley, W. J. Van Dyke 
and others in organizing the Traders’ 
bank and became its first president. 
This bank was the forerunner of- the 
present Fourth National bank. 

Mr. McGehee served for many years 
as president of the Atlanta Banking 
and Savings company and was a di- 
rector of numerous local business 
houses.

The celebrated McLemore resolution 
around which the anti-administratiqn 
forces centered their fight, was ta- 
bled, in other words, killed, just as 
was the Gore resolution for a similar 
purpose in the senate last week. 

The Georgie delegation was a unit, in 
supporting the administration, as were 
the delegations from practically all of 
the southern states, 


OPPOSITION 
CRUSHED. 


From the very outset of the fight 
today the president’s supporters, with- 
out regard to party, swept over the op- 
position. : 

On the first vote, which was a par- 
liamentary proposition to prevent open- 
ing the McLemore resolution to amend- 
ment and unlimited debate, the admin- 
istration forces carried the day, 256 to 
160. On that 192 democrats, 63 re- 
publicans.and one progressive voted to 
support the administration. Twenty- 
one democrats, 132 republicans, five 
progressives, one independent and Rep- 
resentative London, the lone socialist 
of the house, voted against it. 

This was the crucial vote of the 
fight, the one point on which admin-. 
istration leaders were uncertain. With | 
victory in hand, they moved on to the 
proposition, the adoption of. a special 
rule for four hours’ discussion of the 
McLemore resolution. 

Again they carried the day—this 
time 271 to 138—and then pushed their 
victory to a conclusion by tabling the 
McLemore resolution, 276 to 142. 

In seven hours of tense, turbulent 


session, in which the administration

gress, the house. swayed back and 
forth in the most sensational congres- 
sional spectacle of a decade, probably 
not equalled since the eve of the dec- 
laration of war on Spain. 


VOTE PLEASES 


PRESIDENT. 


President Wilson. calm and confi- 
dent, heard the early results of the 
voting in the cabinet room at the white 
house with some of the cabinet grouped 
about him. He told them he was much 
gratified with the support of congress. 

Released ‘from the bonds of em- 
barrassment forced upon him by the 
dissensions in ie ey which have 
been represented in foreign capitals 
as indicating that he was making his 
demands on Germany in direct opposi- 
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tion to the 8 of the elected 
representatives of the people, Presi- 
dent Wilson now stands prepared to 
go on with the submarine negotiations 
with the central powers. 

The next step probably will be an an- 
swer to Germany's last proposal to set- 
tle the Lusitania case, in which the 
United States probably will ask for 
such further“ assurances as it considers 
sufficiently broad and complete, to 
guarantee that the new submarine cam- 
paign which began on March 1 and in 
which notice has been given that all 
ships carrying guns will be sunk with- 
out warning, will not endanger Amer- 
icans traveling the seas on merchant 
vessels. 

The president and his advisers re- 
gard the action of the house today as 
a sufficient answer to reports circulat- 
ed in Berlin, sent from Washington, 
that congress stood two to one against 
him in the crisis, 


BRYAN INFLUENCE 
NOT IN EVIDENCE. 


One of the day’s surprises was the 
failure of the so-called Bryan influence 
to develop any appreciable strength 
against the president. . 

“Stand by the president and do not 
embarrass him in his diplomatic nego- 
tiations with foreign countries,” was 
the whole burden of the argument of 
the administration headers. They paid 
little attention to the involved legal 
phases of the situation. It was enough, 
they argued, that the president had said 
the reported attitude of congress as 
opposed to his policy was embarrass- 
ing him abroad, and to that they 
stuck. 

Tributes were paid to the president 
by almost. every democratic speaker 
from Acting Chairman Pou, of the 
rules committee, who opened the de- 
bate, to Chairman Flood, of the for- 
eign affairs committee, who closed it. 
To a man they insisted that the presi- 
dent did not want war. No one at- 
tempted, as was the case in the sen- 
ate last week, to say that anything 
the president had said indicated that 
he expected war. 


POU THRUSTS 
AT IMPS OF HELL. 


“It is charged that the president 
war,” said Mr. Pou. “All the 
imps of hell never devised a more in- 
famous charge. No man since Abra- 
ham Lincoln has gone through such 
a test as the president in the last six 
months to avoid war. He has tried 
to preserve peace. He would not sac- 
rifice a single life to make himself 
president for his life time.”

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LENROOT QUOTES 
FROM LANSING. 

Representative Lenroot, of Wiecon- 
sin, republican of the rules commit- 
tee, quoted liberally from the memo- 
randum, asking, in the light of the 
contention of administration adher- 
ents, that to warn ameri of 
ships would be unpatriotic if the secre- 
tary had been patriotic. 

“Gentlemen have said throughout 
this debate that this proposition of 
Americans traveling on armed mer- 
chant ships is an unquestioned right 
under international law,” he said.

It is not my purpose at this time. to dis- 


Cincinnati on their way to the convention. 
It was my good fortune to become acquaint- 
ed with Mr. Pliny Johnston, the principal of 
the Woodward High school in Cincinnati. 
Having heard of the work being done in this 
school, I was pleased to have a long conver- 
sation: with Mr. Johnston in regard to the 
work that he was doing in Cincinnati. As a 
result ot that conversation, I determined 
that I would see this school in actual opera- 
tion. On my return from Detroit I stopped 
over a day in Cincinnati and spent about 
four hours in Mr. Johnston's school. 

This building and equipment cost the 
city of Cincinnati a million dollars, and the 
school numbers about nineteen hundred day 
pupils, and a large number of pupils attend 


the school also at night. I found that the 


school offers ten courses of study to its pu- 
pils, as follows: General, classical, domestic 
science, manual training, commercial, art, 
music, boys’ technical co-operative, girls’ 
technical co-operative, agricultural co-oper- 
ative. In regard to the co-operative courses 
I may say the plan is that the pupils pursue 

a regular Une of ‘work for two years, with 
ene View of taking these respective courses. 
At the end of the second year, with the aid 
of vocational directors, pupils choose the 
exact line of work that they wish to pursue 
and help is given them in seeking employ- 
ment for part time. To accomplish the third 
and fourth year work the pupil is allowed to 
attend school one week and do work along 
the line of the course elected one week. The 
pupils alternate in doing this work in such 
a way that the classes are’ kept up. The 
pupils are allowed to earn something towards 
their support and finally complete courses 
which they could not have accomplished 
without this arrangement. For instance, in 
the agricultural co-operative course, horti- 
culture, truck gardening, dairying, rural 
economics, animal -husDandry, and like 
studies are pursued. The pupil studies in 
the school and applies the knowledge in 
actual work as the course is being com- 
pleted. 

in the girly technical co- 8 course 
I saw a class at work on millinery. 
class there were young irh who proudly 
éxhibited dresses which they were wearing, 
and which had been cut, fitted and made by 
themselves. They also wore the hats they 
made and were proud of them. 

The principal took great pleasure in 
showing me all the departments of: work in 
the school. We visited the work shops in 
wood, in which the eguipment Was abundant; 
the machine shop, the torge shop, the foun- 
dry, the printing. shop, the laundry, the 
dressmaking Shop, the millinery shop, and 
In all these de- 
partments everything has been furnished to 
make the equipment as nearly complete as 
possible. In connection with the domestic 
science room there are furnished a dining 
room and a bedroom in order to teach the 
püplle how to carry into execution the in- 
struction given in the school along the line 
of home furnishing. In the ‘school there 
were gymnasiums for the boys and for the* 
girls, and also swimming pools. 

When not reciting, pupils were seated in 
study rooms called houses, presided over by 
house principals. These house principals 
have no other duties than preserving order, 


looking after attendance, and very many 


matters that relieve the teachers Of classes 
so that instruction may be given, in the 
freest possible manner. In the houses the 


“+ boys and girls are segregated, though in the 


class rooms. boys ana girls appear to do the 


‘game character. of work required by the 


course of study in that particular depart- 
ment. 

In the giris’ dining room I saw at one 
time about eight hundred gifis taking their 
This lunch is prepared not by the 
school authorities, but by persons who take 
contract for the same, and it ig served on 
the cafeteria plan.

COBB COUNTY FOLKS WANT

There is danger in mere numbers. 
Where Parents Are Lacking. 
A part of the work of an educator is to 
generate on the part of the student a desire 
for education, 


While considerable work has been done ö 


during the past ten years, it is astounding to 
realize the lack of interest and desire on the 


part of parents who expect their children to 


live on the farm, to have their children train- 
ed for intelligent farm life. In this connec-. 
tion, the big trouble under which the district 
school labors is that its type and. standard, 
and the value of its training, are not under- 
stood in the rural sections. They need to 
engender in farming households a desire and 
demand that tHeir children be trained and 
prepared for intelligent farming, and broad- 
minded living. 

A campaign of education with respect both 
to the type and standard of the district 
schools, and the general need and necessity 
for agricultural training of the young, should 
be launched by the schools, and pressed vigor - 
ously. The weekly press has always main- 
tained a disposition to help them, and this 
means should be largely used. 

But, in addition, the executive head of 
every district school should keep a Ive list 
of every farming household in his district, 
with the size of the farm, and the possibili- 
ties of obtaining students from his household. 
This household should de supplied monthly 
with bulletins, issued by the government, 
the state college, and bulletins of especially 
local interest to be issued by the school itself. 


; 
: 


In this way the need for agricultural training , 


and the plans and ideals of these schools 
should be carried into the hemes of agricul. 
tural Georgia. 

If the work just mentioned is carried out 
successfully by the schoals, it will result in 
an increased attendance of desirable stu- 


dents upon the schools, who will be trained 


and prepated at the schools themselves. 

But the schools should not confine their 
work to, the school grounds. 

What the Schools Should Be. 

They should seek to be, and when once 
reached they should. strive to remain, the 
center of agricultural intelligence for the 
district they serve, They should be to the 
 aisttlet what the state school is to the state— 
the heart of intelligent agriculture. 

There are two means which may be used 
in obtaining and holding this desired posi- * 
tlon— (!)) monthly bulletins and (2) personal 
extension wart 

Extension work should be done from sect 
echo. in connection with the agate college, 
but especial care should de had that there is 
no useless duplication of work, either with 
the state college or with any county demon- 
strator. 

A number of counties are stil without 
demonstrators, and even where a county is 
supplied with one, there is a sphere which 
can well be occupied by a field man operat- 
ing from the school, and the most capable of 
the ‘students should be detailed to work with 
him. 

But no experiment work should be under- 
taken by the schools, for the reason that 
it would be useless duplication, aud because 
they cannot be equipped and manned for 
it, if they measure up to their other duties. 

But the faculties of the schools should 
test seed, plan farm buildings, prescrib for 
farms, and assist in agricultural and live 
stock fairs and contests. 

If Farmer A claims he has the best cotton 
seed in the district, and is selling’ them for 
$2 per bushel to his neighbors, and is tryizg 
to push his sales over the district, the school 
should get hold of these seed, test them out, 


and see if they are what is claimed for them. 


and through their bulletins the result of the 
test should be communicated to the farming 
interests of the district—that they, — may 
obtain some excellent seed, 

If Farmer B is about to build a barn ‘of 
some size, or a dairy, he should be able to 
call. on his district for a regulation 
plan, cut to conform to his needs, with a bill 
for the material needed. i
